^earance Facilitiea Three flush railroad tracks that parallel the vharf are 
located on tne apron. A distance of 12' separates the vharf edge and closest track 
These tracks connect vith the main inland railroad. Tracks of tvo different gages

neither gage is identical vith US gage. Hoad access is available onto vharf and 
apron.

— JjPPrwgments A nev fiuger pier under construction since 1950 extends at right 
ongles to shore docks at entrance to harbor vharf ar ea at designator F. The concrete 
fxll has been completed on this pier vhich will berth six vessels . \ temporary shed 
has been erected on the vharf at the present time. J 
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20 ‘ jjepairs^ Vessel vas aot repaired in subject port, end no other veasels were observed 
undergoing repairs. Hepair capabilities of aubject port are good but vork is per- 
fonned very slowly. 1 

21 - Ves sei vas berthed at armazen (wharf) No 2, aâjoining amazen No 1 abead 

and No 3 astern. Fenders are absolutely necessary alongside all| docks. Wharf is 
flush type witb concrete facing paved with stone blocks. Wharvesí run continuously 
from new pier at entrance to harbor along the water's edge , and the only identify- 
ing bertb .cbaracteristics are the sheds vi th numbers on them. Depth alongside 
vharí vas 27', height of deck approximately 10* , and apron vidthj 50'. Amazen Nos 
1, 2 and 3 are eachequlpped with five electric steel cranes, maximum lift k£ tons 
maxxmum radius 50', maximum hoist tons. Cranes are of English manufacture and* 
vere installed about three years ago. Subject port is equipped with a flrst-class 
floating derrick with large storage space and capacity of approximately 90 tons. 
Stevedores are obtainable day and night, but their availability varies at times" 

Gangs of eight men vork each hatch. Their efficiency is poor, averaging six tons 
of general cargo per hour. Transfer sheds of amazen Nos 1, 2 and 3 are brick 
covered with concrete, floor area is concrete and stacking height is 20'. 

2<=: ■ Me dicai Facilities Crew or passengers from source*s vessel did not use medicai 

facilities ashore on this call, but source has used medicai facilities previously 
±n subject port and some have proven satisfactory. 

Health and Sanltation Garbage was retained aboard vessel in canvas garbage chute 
and raw sewage was dumped into harbor. Subject port is old and, according to 
source, sewage and fresh vater mains are old and inadequate. The absence of mos- 
quxtoes is particularly noticeable, but source gave no reason. A high incidence 
i.ff tunerculosxs is reported in subject port. Frequent stomacb disorders are 
experienced by crew members on source* s vessel when eating food ashore; green 
ljeafy and gxound vegetables are likely to be fertilized in such a manner as to 
rjesult in ainoebic clistress. Subject port lacks screening from flies.
